$10,000 fine each today for con- 
spiracy to teach and advocate the 
overthrow of. the United States 
Government by force. 


The heaviest judgment possible 
under the Smith Act of 1940 was 
levied yesterday by United States 
District Judge William C. Mathes 
after. he upheld the jury’s guilty 
verdict. 


The defendants, including Rus- 
sian-born Frank Spector,. took 
their sentences without flinching. 
All made strong, some defiant, 
statements maintaining innocence. 
All 14 filed immediate notice of 
intention to appeal the case to 
the United States Circuit Court. 


All Proud of. Party. 

The convicted Communists — 
found guilty. after six months’ 
trial—all professed pride in the 
Communist party. 

“I am a founding member of 
the Communist party,” Spector, 
57 years old, said. He dated his 
party entry September 1919. He 
has been in the United States 
about 25 years and was Los 
Angeles county industrial organiz- 
er for the party when indicted 
last December. Spector faces 
alien deportation proceedings.

At Least 38: Supervisors

CHICAGO, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
United . States Attorney Otto 
Kerner Jr. said today his office 
is studying a report that at least 
38 supervisors in the Chicago 
Post Office system paid large 
sums for their promotions. 

The report was submitted to 
Kerner’s office by postal inspec- 
tors and was based, he said, on 
an investigation which began six 
months ago. Copies of the report 
also are in the hands of the Post- 
master General and the Attorney 
General, Kerner said. 

Kerner declined to discuss con- 
tents of the report. Jerome C. 
Williamson, chief postal inspec- 
tor in Chicago, who headed the 
investigation, said he could not 
comment on the matter since “it 
is a confidential investigation.” 

Kerner said, however, that at 
least 38 supervisors were involved 
in the investigation, He said this 
number may be increased as the 
investigation continues. 

From other sources it was 
learned that the postal inspectors 
reported the supervisors paid 
$500 each for their promotions. 

Investigation of the big Chicago 
Post Office began last February 
after a grand jury indicted Frede- 
rick P, Wall, secretary to Repre- 
sentative William L. Dawson, 
Chicago Democrat. Wall was 
charged with taking money in 
exchange for promises to use in- 
fluence to put temporary post of- 
fice workers on civil service rolls. 

Wall and three others indicted 
with him are awaiting trial.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
President Truman believes the 
amazing husband-wife team from | be 
behind the Iron Curtain that won 
top Olympic honors may help win 
the peace by visiting the United 
States.

A-BOMB RAID ON BIG

COLUMBUS, Aug. 8 (AP)—The 
Air Force disclosed today that 
one of its jet bombers recently 
made a mock atomi¢ bomb at- 
tack on a large city without be- 
ing detected. 

Gen, Curtis E, Lemay, chief of 
the Strategic Air Command, said 
this was a sample of what an 
enemy might do if the nation’s 
defense weaknesses are not cor- 
rected. 

In an address prepared for an 
American Legion meeting, Lemay 
said that it was a B-47 in his 
command which “flew to the tar- 
get, made a simulated bomb drop,

Since Aug. 1, 22 of the Rus- 
sian-built fighters have been shot 
down by U.N. jet pilots and 22 
were damaged. In July, only 13 
MIGs were knocked down, four 
probably destroyed and 14 dam- 
aged. ‘A type-15 jet*and a night 
fighter also were destroyed. 

Capt. Jolley’s kill was his third 
in two days. Also today the Air 
Force confirmed a MIG he shot 
down July 4. 


"AS a result, the spectacular 
Fourth of July aerial battle near 
the Yalu river became the biggest 
day of the war for United States 
airmen—13 Migs shot down, one 
probably destroyed and five dam- 
aged.

G.O.P. Presidential Nominee Assails Political 
Appeals to Prejudice and Bigotry as

DENVER, Aug. 8 (AP)—G.O.P. 
presidential nominee Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, his running mate 
Senatcr Richard M. Nixon and 
foreign affairs specialist John 
Foster Dulles get together today 
to organize a campaign attack on 
the Democrats’ handling of for- 
eign policy. 

The conference was _— bringing 
Nixon in- from California and 
Dulles from the East for the first 
intensive study of foreign policy 
aspects of the campaign since.the 
G.O.P. standard bearers were 
chosen. 

Out of the session is likely to 
come a decision on the extent to 
which Eisenhower will strike out 
against the Truman Administra- 
tion in that field. As Europear 
defense commander until last 
June 1, he had a hand in develop- 
ment of the North Atlantic col- 
lective security program sgspon- 
sored by the Administration. 

Agrees With Platform. 

The general has indorsed the

Elizabeth Heffelfinger, G.O.P. na- 
tional committeewoman —-from 
Minnesota. She told reporters it 
was prompted by anti-Semetic at- 
tacks on both Eisenhower and 
Truman. Literature of that kind, 
she added, has been pouring into 
her state. 


Lifelong Beliefs. 

After conferring with Mrs. 
Heffelfinger, Eisenhower put out 
a statement saying: 

“As far as I am concerned, the 
principles outlined in the resolu- 
tion have been a part of my be- 
lief throughout my life. They 
are what I have always believed; 
have always fought for. 

“Appeals to prejudice and 
bigotry have no place in America. 
Those were the tactics of the 
Nazis and- the Fascists.’ That 
was why the freedom-loving peo- 
ple of the world destroyed them. 
Those are the tactics of the Com- 
munists today.” 

Mrs. Heffelfinger also invited 
Eisenhower to make a major farm 
policy speech at a turkey day 
festival at Worthington, Minn., 
Sept. 24, and an Iowa delegation 
suggested he make a similar ad- 
dress at Shenandoah in that state 
late next month or early in Oc- 
tober. 

Eisenhower expressed intérest 
in both invitations—and in farm 
problems generally—but said he 
would have to decide. later 
whethereto accept the bids. 

Backed by Taft Men. 


In other developments: 

1, The general received pledges 
of support from two party lead-

“remote possibility” that those 
changes may provide an oppor- 
tunity for the Attorney General 
to halt the Latva deportation if

Charles E. Wyzanski Jr. of Bos- 
ton ruled “with reluctance” yes- 
terday that Latva must be de- 
ported under the McCarran Act.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (UP)—

Finland under the new Walter- 
McCarran immigration act. He 
charged that the immigration and 
naturalization law, which was 
passed over President Truman’s 
veto, has been “viciously miscon- 
strued by its opponents.”

By judicious alliance with Boss 
Edward H. Crump of Memphis, 
the Tennessean had not lost an 
election since his first campaign 
of 1911, A man who stood by his 
friends, McKellar expressed ‘his 
gratitude in many ways. Once he 
rose on the floor of the Senate 
to defend his friend in these 
words: 

“T wish to say that there is no 
finer man in our state, or in 
Mr. 
Crump and his family have been 
successful in business. They have 
stood at the very highest level 
in social life, and are good, hon- 
est-to-God American citizens.” 

McKellar was noted for feuds 
with Arthur E. Morgan, an early 
chairman of the TVA; with J.

He 
was a virulent critic of the Nash- 
e Tennessean, and once at- 
ced the publisher of this news- 
paper with his fists. 

Supporter of F.D.R. Policies: 

But McKellar also had battled 
for President Wilson’s 14 points, 
the League of Nations and the 
World Court. He was a stanch 
supporter-of many of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s. progressive policies. 

As chairman of the Senate ap- 
propriations committee, he con- 
trolled the spending of 400 bil- 
lion dollars to prosecute World 
War Il. 

Last year, however, there were 
reports that McKellar had become 
so feeble he could no longer run 
this vital committee, but was so 
jealous of his powers as chairman 
he refused to relinquish any of} 
his duties to another Senator, with 
the result that complex appropri- 
ation bills piled up in a legisla- 
tive log jam. 


McKellar, who had never mar- 
ried, “is a native of Richmond, 
Ala., and a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. His first job 
was as a clerk in a Memphis law 
office where he met politicians 
who started him on his public 
career. He entered Congress in 
1911 to complete an unexpired 
term, and served two more terms 
there before moving to the Sen-

zalez or Satchel Paige pick the 
distance a pitcher should stand 

from the plate. 

And, of course, Sewell puts 
his finger on the trouble when 
he objects to the writing of a 
young whippersnapper who 
never played and doesn’t know 
much about baseball. But that’s 
the way it goes. Send a high 
school boy out to cover big 
league baseball and any awe he 
may have. for the great men 
of the game quickly subsides. 
In a few weeks or even days 
he’s second guessing Connie 
Mack, or a John J. McGraw, a 
Casey Stengel or a Branch 
Rickey. 

Second Guess, Like a Cop, 
Usually Comes Afterward. 
T’S easy to be convincing 

| with a second guess, too, be- 
cause the play the manager 

tried, no matter how sound, 
has failed and obviously he 
couldn’t have done any worse 
than he did. So anything the 
second guesser suggests seems 

_ plausibly better than the strat- 

egy of the luckless manager. 
And in the case of a second 
division team, taking daily 
beatings, the second-guesser 
soon can have the poor man- 
ager on the run. 

Actually any manager good 
enough to reach the major 
leagues in that capacity has a 
sound reason for everything he 
does. He’s trying to win and 
every move he makes is with 
that objective in mind. And 
the average manager is glad to 
explain any move he makes. 
Sewell was that way when he 
Was managing the Browns. He 
Was on a weekly radio program 
and fans were asked to send 
in questions about plays, about 
things Luke did as manager. 
Without exception he always 
had a good answer, a convinc- 
ing answer. ° 

Luke makes an important 
point when he mentions that 
the second-guessing Cincinnati 
writer never bothered to ask 
why moves were made. That 
is an obligation of the baseball 
writer, to give the manager a 
chance to defend, or explain, 
his strategy.

INNING or losing, of 
W course, makes the differ- 
ence. When a team wins, 
the manager did everything 
right, usually, and the umpir- 
ing was good, too. It’s only 
when a team is losing that the 
manager is a stupid oaf and 
the umpires are robbers, al- 
ways giving the other team the 
best of it.

Keven though the tax on the net earnings of 
corporations would be one per cent rather than 


one-half of one per cent under the second plan, — 


it seems to us that sound policy dictates its 
adoption. It is in accord with Adam Smith’s 
principle of taxation according to ability to pay. 
It .represents. a realistic recognition. of the 
strain pit on family budgets by the support 
of dependents. Yet the exemption for each 
individual is moderate, running to $676 a year, 
or approximately the sum allowed under the 
federal income tax. But unlike the federal tax, 
the city levy would not be graduated, the flat 
rate being the same for all. 

This plan would increase the share of the 
tax levied on corporations by an estimated 
$650,000. This amount, however, should not be 
prohibitive. 

Further, there is a moral obligation involved. 
The Legislature renewed the city’s’ power to 
levy an earnings tax only after being assured 
by Mayor Darst that exemptions for dependents 
would be allowed. Some legislators already 
have expressed their indignation at the very 
suggestion’ of a levy without deductions. 

And it has to be kept in mind that city: 
officials will be going back to Jefferson City to 
ask for a further extension of this tax since 
the permissive legislation expires in a year and 
a half. They certainly will be in a poor position 
if at that time they can be accused of not 
having kept their word. 

The need for the $7,500,000 a year which 
the earnings tax is expected to yield under 
either plan has been re-emphasized in the 
Governmental Research Institute’s latest report 
on the financial standing of St. Louis. Without 
this tax, the. city faces another deficit. 

This is true in spite of drastic economies 
enforced in the city-controlled departments of 
the municipal government in this fiscal year. 

Some of these economles—such as the refusal 
to employ needed. personnel, avoidance of the 
purchase of new equipment, and postponement 
of maintenance work — cannot’ be continued 
indefinitely: No matter how much it would 
like to do so, no city government can set itself 
against the general trend of rising costs. This 
is especially true in St. Louis where some of 
the municipal agencies, notably the police, are 
under state control. 

Since the fiscal year 1945-46, city appropria- 
tions have gone up 75.7 per cent. This year’s 
appropriations represent a cut of 2.1 per cent 
under those of last year, but the city was forced 
to adopt a higher salary schedule last month. 
That is why without the earnings tax there 
would certairly be.an addition to the cumulative 
cash deficit which now stands at $6,912,000. 

Nor can the administrators and the citizens 
of St. Louis count on meeting their financial 
problems indefinitely by such windfall devices 
as the use of bridge and bond funds for general 
expenses. 

The whole problem needs to be re-studied. 
But in the meantime the earnings tax is a 
necessity. The only question is in what form 
it should be re-established.

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When Busses Are Firetraps 

As investigators try to draw conclusions for 
the future from the collision of two Greyhound 
busses at Waco, Tex., in which at least 28. per- 
sons lost their lives, the question of adequate 
exits is one of the subjects that ought to claim 
their, attention. 

Obviously it would be the first preference to 
prevent such accidents from happening at all. 


But when they occur despite precautions, the . 


next best thing would be for passengers to find 
every practicable means of exit available. 

In the aftermath of the Waco crash one 
passenger after another reported that passengers 
could not find exits. “They couldn’t find the 
exit door,” said Mrs. Dora Daniel of Waco. 
“The emergency door on our bus was impossible 
to open,” said Adolph Simmank of Austin. “It 
was on the side against the other bus. The 
windows were so small you couldn’t get out of 
them. The only way out was through the 
mashed-in front part of the bus where the wind- 
shield had been.” 

In St. Louis 11 years ago 10 persons lost 
their lives when a Tower Grove bus collided 
with a passenger automobile and crashed into 
a fuel oil tank, which exploded; throwing flames 
over the vehicle. The side door of the bus was 
blocked by the passenger automobile and the 
front door ‘by debris. In Chicago two years ago 
ea streetcar : collided with a gasoline truck and 
burst into flames. Thirty-three persons lost 
their lives, many of them because they could 
not get out of the flaming streetcar. Passengers 


in the crowded car clawed vainly at the exit 


doors, which required clearance inside to open. 


Firemen said they found all the doors still 


.closed when they had finally put out the flames. 

The Chicago and St. Louis accidents, and 
now the one at Waco, strongly suggest that 
safety engineers still have’work to do in making

This is the state agency which regulates rates 
and deals in other critical ways with power, 
service and transportation utilities. The re- 
mainder of the Osburn term runs until next 
April..

Smith choose a new commissioner by 
that standard. 
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Accent on ANZUS 


ANZUS, the new Pacific defense council, is 
being built with due caution. Foreign ministers 
of Australia, New Zealand 
States, meeting in Honolulu, intend to go slow 
about inviting other nations to join the project. 

This is only realistic. The three English- 
speaking nations have a common interest in 
defending the broad Pacific. They have de- 
fended it before. They must be the foundation 
for any future defense against aggression. 

An attempt to expand the arrangement 
would have to begin with the Philippines and 
Japan. The Philippines are already protected 
by alliance with the United States. As for 
Japan, it was at war with the ANZUS powers 
only seven years ago. Its adherence to ANZUS 
at this time would be premature. 

ANZUS was constructed on the basis of 
several 1951 mutual defense pacts. These had 
two purposes. One was to reassure those nations 
which feared a possible rebirth of Japanese 
militarism. The second was to build military 
co-operation against aggression from a new 
source. 

Russia already is charging that this defense 
plan is aggressive in intent. But the 1951 
treaties give the lie to the charge. For they 
provide that all mutual defense measures will 
be ended — whenever the United Nations 
Security Council acts to restore peace. 

The Security Council cannot take effective 
action to restore peace in the Pacific area as 
long as Russia can threaten to veto the council's 
action. So what the treaties did was to put the 
whole question of aggressive intent up to 
Russia. |

FATHER M'WILLIAMS 
JESUIT FOR 50 YEARS 


Priest Discusses Safeguarding 
Rights, Liberties of the 
Individual. 


Sound philosophy must not be 
confined to the academic eloister 
but must become a reality in the 
lives. of the millions, the Rev./ 
James A. McWilliams S.J., St. 
Louis University philosophy pro- 
fessor, said today in an interview. 
He is to begin an observance of 
his fiftieth anniversary in the 
Jesuit order with a special mass 
Sunday in the Community Chapel. 

“There is no social philosophy 
without a philosophy of the indi- 
vidual,” Father McWilliams said. 
His own experience ranges from 
a study he made of industrial ab-

“The schoolman’s age-old study 
of the importance of liberties and 
rights of the individual, con- 
trasted with the individual’s du- 
ties to the state, must be the con- 
cern of every man nowadays,” he 
said. 

“The strength of our way of 
life depends largely on _ the 
strength of the convictions of 
each participant. You can be 
sure the Soviet government is 
enforcing its own distorted view 
that the individual has duties to 
the state but no rights. The role 
of the state that must be empha- 
sized today is that of safeguarding 
freedom for each individual.” 

At the same time, Father Mc- 
Williams stressed the duty of the 
state to restrain the right of 
property from becoming = an 
“abuse of property,” whereby ‘a 
portion of humanity is kept from 
having a reasonable share in the 
goods of the earth.” 

He has developed his ideas in 
his book, “Philosophy for the 
Millions,” in a series of public 
lectures given at Fontbonne Col- 
lege and in his teaching. He 
served as head of the university’s 
philosophy department from 1930 
to 1943, founded the Modern 
Schoolman, the university’s philo- 
sophical periodical, and has con- 
tributed more than 100 articles 
to other learned journals. 

His observance of his fiftieth 
anniversary as a Jesuit will ‘con- 
tinue with a dinner in the Com- 
munity Refectory Tuesday and a 
visit to relatives in Kansas City 
the following Sunday.

Fred and Ginger are the Glad Gladwyns, a famous radio 
Jovey-dovey team, who had married chiefly for the five grand 
a week they get out of their program. The camera catches 
them rising early on a dreary rainy morning, utterly fed up 
with each other, but too weary even to bother with insults 
or quarreling. This delectable bit of pantomime in which 
' Allen’s countenance reminds one of nothing so much as a 
bleak and disgusted prune, fades into a studio sequence where 
the Gladwyns go into their Happiness Breakfast routine, with 
numerous egregious advertisements every 30. seconds, ‘and 
fight bitterly whenever they're off the air. It is an adapta- 
tion of Allen's radio skit, with Fred’s sour humor greatly il- 
luminated by his visual business and aided by Miss Rogers’s 
skilled tartness. It is not only hilarious; it repeatedly plunges 
a ‘vitriol-dipped needle into radio’s anatomy where it is most 
vulnerable, in the region of the plug-ugly. 

‘The episodes involving the remaining four couples couldn't 
possibly match these, but all except one are mildly amusing 
and fairly deft. Those involved are Paul Douglas and Eve 
Arden as a pair of suburbanites in a comfortable, bored rut; 
Louis Calhern as an elderly Texas millionaire and Zsa Zsa 
Gabor as his fluffy young wife who has efficiently framed 
him with a blonde in a hotel room and is setting about strip-

Cut the luncheon meat. into 
four lengthwise pieces. Score 
meat by making diagonal . cuts 
across the top of each slice. Stick 
several whole cloves into the sur- 
face of the meat. Place each slice 
of luncheon meat on a pineapple 
slice and place in a greased shal- 
low baking pan.

i” Keep Vases Shining

ASES keep their places twice 
as long in your decorating 
plans if they’re kept fresh 
and shining. Now that they've 


held bouquet after bouquet all “ 


summer long, they are especially 
likely to need an extra dash or 
two of. care. 


The best -care of all is an ounce 
of prevention that begins when 
the flowers are readied for an 
arrangement. Strip leaves off 
the stems, all of them that might 
float under the water line in the 
vase. The bolder late summer 
flowers particularly leave rings 
of discoloration that can be avoid- 


ed this way, and clearer water in 


vases not only looks nicer but 
is free of the leaf decay that 
shortens the life of cut blooms. 


Wash vases immediately after 
use with detergent, which is more 
effective than soap. An ammonia 
solution may remove stains that 
the detergent won't. 


If the stain is stubborn, try 
steel wool. A very fine steel wool 
can be used even on glass if it 
is lightly applied.

Perspiring Feet 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EOPLE with sweating feet, athlete’s foot or other fungus 
infections, or whose feet have red, tender skin can do a 
lot to help themselves. 

Do you complain that your feet sweat too much? What 
you really mean is that your feet are enclosed in shoes that 
prevent free evaporation of the perspiration as it forms. 
Your socks become wet and stay that way as long as you 
keep your shoes or boots on. 

Your feet don’t sweat too much—you simply don’t use 
footwear that allows the sweat to evaporate continuously. 

_ The warm sogginess surrounding the skin of your feet 
encourages ringworm and other fungus infection as no other 
conditions can. Your skin can be damaged even without being 
infected. 


x * * | 

IN THE SAME WAY, the increasingly popular under-arm 
deodorants that stop perspiration, rather than let it evaporate 
freely, can be dangerous. Infections and even abscesses can 
result in the sweat glands that are stopped. up by the cos- 
metic. Perfumes which conceal odor, however, are generally 
harmless. 

Similarly, lotions to keep your feet from sweating are 
the wrong approach, Sweat is a natural and important func- 
tion of the body. To a minor extent, it removes wastes, just as 
do the kidneys and the bowel. To a very major extent, per- 
spiration air-conditions your body. By its evaporation, your 
skin is cooled. 

When sweat can’t evaporate, it continually bathes your 
skin. Anyone who has lingered too long in the bathtub re- 
members how red, soft and wrinkled his skin became. The 
same applies to the skin of your feet enclosed in non-airy 
shoes.

THE REAL ANSWER is in wearing absorbent sandals 
er shoes and changing socks or stockings frequently—every 
time you change your shoes. Air-holes and other ventilating 
devices.in shoes will help make your feet more comfortable 
by keeping them drier. 

When feet “sweat too much,” it isn’t the foot’s fault 
but rather the wearing of waterproof material preventing 
evaporation. Dr. L. Edward Gaul of Evansville, Ind., has sug- 
gested this very sensible cause and treatment for this common 
foot complaint, :

KEEPING FEET DRY is particularly important in pre- 
venting frostbite—a possibility any time the temperature is 
below 28 degrees Fahrenheit. There was little frostbite in 
Korea while the Marines had warming tents and were re- 
quired to report at least once a day for foot inspection and 
a change into dry socks. During one of the retreats, when 
the casualties were wearing waterproof boots and inadequately 
cared for their feet, frostbite became a major problem:

Citizens Council to Transform Old 
Structure Into Modern Apartments as 


Experiment Designed to Show -How 
Whole City Areas Could be Improved. 


By Dickson Terry 


OBODY knows just who de- 

signed it or who built the first 

one, but some half century 
ago there appeared on the St. 
Louis scene a type of dwelling 
which soon became what might 
be called the Landlord’s Dream, 
+ It was a two-story affair con- 
taining four units. Each unit was 
of the type usually described as 
a “railroad apartment,” in that it 
consisted of three rooms in a 
row. The only access from front 
to back was right through the 
rooms. 

They had only cold water 
faucets and the toilets were all 
on the outside. Of course, in 
those days when indoor plumbing 
was still looked upon as some- 
thing of a luxury, this was not 
considered such a mark of in- 
dignity. 

The dwellings were aimed at 
what social planners now call the 
lower-middle income group, which 
meant the laboring man .and his 
family. A young workman and his 
bride, looking for a home, could 
have done worse, The buildings 
were cheap and simple to build 
and they swept the city of a half 
century ago. 

Today they are slums. Follow- 
ing a pattern in both interior and 
exterior design, they are a famil- 
iar sight to everyone because no 
matter where you live in St. 
Louis, it’s difficult to get to and 
from downtown without passing 
them. 

They are part of the 45,000 
dwelling units—18 per cent of 
the city’s total—now classified as 
slums. Some 8000 of them have 
outside toilets presenting condi- 
tions of almost unbelievable filth 
and squalor. Many of them will 
disappear eventually in. the war 
now being waged against the 
city’s blighted areas by the Citi- 
zens Council on Housing and 
Community Planning. If hopes 
materialize, some will be replaced 
by public housing projects. But 
in any event there will be a lot 
of them left. 

What can be done with them 
presents a challenging problem. 
They could be torn down, which 
would solve no problem save that 
of esthetics. Or, they can be 
rehabilitated by private capital. 


In December of 1951 the action 
committee of the citizens council 
was appointed to determine what 
could be done with such a typical 
four-family flat of the sort de- 
scribed above, as a pilot project, 
or experiment, in a blighted area, 
The eventual purpose, of course, 
would be to show not only what 
could be done with a. building, 
but with a whole area.

RCHITECT EUGENE J. 

MACKEY, chairman of that 

committee, set out to find a 
flat which would serve as a sub- 
ject for such an experiment. In 
the meantime Charles C. Wilson, 
rector of Grace Hill House, which 
is situated at Hadley and Benton 
streets, was walking around, figu- 
ratively speaking, with a flat in 
his hand, looking for someone jo 
help him rehabilitate it.

HE flat, situated at 1115-17 
Benton street, was a beautiful 
example of ‘its genre, Grace 
Hill House, which consists of Grace 
Hill Episcopal Church, school, 
settlement house and clinic, had 
purchased the building a number 
of years ago, at a very low price, 
with the idea that some day it 
could be remodeled to provide 
living quarters for members of 
the staff. But the war came along, 
prices went up, and Rector Wilson 
mever could get his hands on 
enough money to do the job. 
The flat, which is situated less 
than a mile north of the central 
shopping district of St. Louis, sits 
in the middle of the block. The 
rear of the building abuts the 
playground of Grace Hill House. 
The two front doors of the down- 
stairs apartments are flush with 
the street. The center door leads 
to a stairway to the second floor 
apartments. 
Inside.they are all alike—living 
room, bedroom and kitchen—in a 
row from front to back.’ There is 
no chance for privacy in any part 
of the flat. All traffic between 
living room and kitchen has to 
be through the bedroom. There 
are no baths. The only water is 
a single cold water faucet empty- 
ing into an old fashioned basin 
in the kitchen. The flats are 
heated by stoves or gas units. 
An outhouse in the backyard 
provides the only toilet facilities 
for all the families in the flat.

flushed. It is built of brick and 
looks as though a strong wind 
would collapse it. The two doors 
are of wood. Both doors are dilap- 
idated. Boards are missing, and 
the remaining boards are broken 
and splintered. One door is off 
its hinges and is merely propped 
up against the door frame. 

“It was clearly a” challenge,” 
said Architect Mackey dryly. 
“When I inspected one of the 
apartments, the occupant was tak- 
ing in washing and had a clothes 
line extended from the kitchen at 
the rear to the front of the living 
room, with washing hanging right 
on through from room to room. 
It was winter and the only heat 
was from the open oven of the 
kitchen stove. 

“My first reaction was a sick 
feeling that people live like this. 
Then I thought what a crime it 
would be if, since it would take 
so little effort to rehabilitate such 
places, nothing were done about 


The first problem, of course, 
was financing such a project. © It 
was estimated that the cost would 
run somewhere between $10,000 
and. $15,000. They were success- 
ful in getting financial backing, 
so the project ‘became a realtiy, 
even though it is still in the 
planning stage.

HE building, Mackey ascer- 
T tained, was structurally sound. 

Obviously the first step would 
be to get the toilet inside, and 
then to relocate the other facili- 
ties so as to best utilize the avail- 
able space. : 

It was decided to make the 
building into three apartments 
instead of four. There will be 
two apartments on the ground 
floor, and the two apartments on 
the second floor will be made 
into one large. apartment to ac- 
commodate larger families. The 
interiors will be redesigned, and 
although the obstacles presented 
by the corridor arrangement of 
the rooms can not be overcome 
completely, they: can be mini- 
mized by re-arrangement of doors 
and furniture space. 

The apartments will have a 
central heating system, new wir- 
ing for electricity and both hot 
and cold running water. The es- 
timated cost of the project does 
not include decoration, which is 
something, the committee feels, 
which should be worked out be- 
tween landlord and tenant. 

Plans have been drawn up by 
Mackey, submitted for bids, and 
a contract made which provides 
for union labor.

It is even hoped that at Grace 
Hill Clinic, which is two doors 
from the project, a housing clinic 
can be set up—which will, in 
effect, be a clinic for sick neigh- 
borhoods. . There interested prop- 
erty owners and others would ob- 
tain, free, literature and plans 
showing how slum dwellings can 
be rehabilitated. 

“From this modest beginning 
at Grace Hill,” Mackey says, “we 
hope to prove that rehabilitation 
is practical and worthwhile. What 
happens to this slum dwelling can 
have far-reaching effects on the 
low income housing problem in 
St. Louis.”
